Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission 
amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP 
§ 21 72.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: it is not clear if the 
compartment located in claim 1 on line 4 having threads, is the same compartment cited 
on line 10 housing a float, or is the compartment as cited on line 15 that has a cut-off 
tube fitted inside the compartment further clarity is requested in the claim regarding the 
structural limitation of the claims. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected because of its dependency upon claim 1 .
